that their mother would have done. 


Pathetic Spectacle 
No spectacle is more pitiful than 


thai of the 
widower 
contending 


helplessly with hired housekeep- 
ers and governesses- coming home 
tired and worn al night to a house 
lhal is no. more of a home than a 
barn would be, eating stocly meals 
and worrying over children who are 
running wild. 


Of course, the solution for the 


widower's dilemma that is usually 
suggested is remarriage, but that 
is not always as easy as it seems, 
especially if the man is choosy. For 
the kind of woman who would hit 
the widower's fancy is not always 
w i l l i n g lo aualit'y for the hard nilc 
of the stepmother. 


So what is the poor widower with 


children to do'.' 
If he is young or 
even middle-aged, the best way to 
meet the situation is for him to 
marry again, provided he picks 
out a sensible woman, in his own 
age class, for a wife instead of a I 
glamour girl. For the curious t h i n g j 
about marriage is that whether a I 
man's firs) marriage has been hap-1 
n.v or unhappy it dees somethini.' t o i ' 
him thai u n f i t s him for the single' 
life. 


Up has been house-broken and he 
can't revert lo the wild again. Ho 
has gotten used, lo home cooking 
and home comforts and a wife !;•::;•;• 
ing and nar">ing and lakim' car" of 
him and. although after his wife's 
death the widower may kick up his 
heels for a little while, he soon 
finds out that he has lost his taste 
for liberty and wants lo be a house- 
hold pel instead of a wolf. 


Also it is better for the children 
to have a stepmother, even if they 
fight with her. than lo have no 
mother at all to give them a back- 
ground of a home and the respecta- 
bility that, goes with it. And it is 
not to be ignored that children grow 
up so fast in these hii»h pressure 
times thai they soon fly the home 
nest, anyway, and cease to be a 
problem. 


But if a widower does not waiit 
lo marry again, or if ho is Ino 
old to marry, he should n.-e;:ci ve 
his own individuality and make his 
own life by living in a hotel or club 
or boarding house where ho can 
have companionship and someone 
lo look after him. If he can not 
afford any of these, he "-houl'd go 
to an Old Man's Home: but unde?' 
no. circumstances should ho go 1o 
live with his children, beeau;-^ a ' 
father-in-law in a house is ever,' 
more disrupting than a mother-in- 
law. 


For old men arc not adaptable. 
They cannot change their ways. 
They can't even occupy themselves 
as old women can bv knilting or 
looking after the children. 
They 
can only sit and criticize and be 
pests.

Pathetic Spectacle 
No spectacle is more pitiful than 


thai of the 
widower 
contending 


helplessly with hired housekeep- 
ers and governesses- coming home 
tired and worn al night to a house 
lhal is no. more of a home than a 
barn would be, eating stocly meals 
and worrying over children who are 
running wild. 


Of course, the solution for the 


widower's dilemma that is usually 
suggested is remarriage, but that 
is not always as easy as it seems, 
especially if the man is choosy. For 
the kind of woman who would hit 
the widower's fancy is not always 
w i l l i n g lo aualit'y for the hard nilc 
of the stepmother. 


So what is the poor widower with 


children to do'.' 
If he is young or 
even middle-aged, the best way to 
meet the situation is for him to 
marry again, provided he picks 
out a sensible woman, in his own 
age class, for a wife instead of a I 
glamour girl. For the curious t h i n g j 
about marriage is that whether a I 
man's firs) marriage has been hap-1 
n.v or unhappy it dees somethini.' t o i ' 
him thai u n f i t s him for the single' 
life. 


Up has been house-broken and he 
can't revert lo the wild again. Ho 
has gotten used, lo home cooking 
and home comforts and a wife !;•::;•;• 
ing and nar">ing and lakim' car" of 
him and. although after his wife's 
death the widower may kick up his 
heels for a little while, he soon 
finds out that he has lost his taste 
for liberty and wants lo be a house- 
hold pel instead of a wolf. 


Also it is better for the children 
to have a stepmother, even if they 
fight with her. than lo have no 
mother at all to give them a back- 
ground of a home and the respecta- 
bility that, goes with it. And it is 
not to be ignored that children grow 
up so fast in these hii»h pressure 
times thai they soon fly the home 
nest, anyway, and cease to be a 
problem. 


But if a widower does not waiit 
lo marry again, or if ho is Ino 
old to marry, he should n.-e;:ci ve 
his own individuality and make his 
own life by living in a hotel or club 
or boarding house where ho can 
have companionship and someone 
lo look after him. If he can not 
afford any of these, he "-houl'd go 
to an Old Man's Home: but unde?' 
no. circumstances should ho go 1o 
live with his children, beeau;-^ a ' 
father-in-law in a house is ever,' 
more disrupting than a mother-in- 
law. 


For old men arc not adaptable. 
They cannot change their ways.
